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“FEATHERBEDDING” 

In the first of a series of three articles ap- 
pearing in The Wall Street Journal, Arundel 
Cotter discusses a feature of railroad rates of 
pay which is not generally understood by peo- 
ple outside of the rail transportation industry. 


This is the custom known to railroad men as 
“featherbedding.” It is more clearly described 
in official records as “time paid for but not 
worked.” According to the Cotter article, this 
expense of operation amounted in 1937 to 
$104,582,000, more than 5 per cent of the total 
pay rolls. In addition to this, there was a sum 
of $13,864,000 paid, under union rules and agree- 
ments, in so-called “constructive allowances,” 
which made the total of “time paid for but not 
worked” $118,445,000 for the year. 

This practice is the result of expansion of 
union rules, It has been in force since the lat- 
ter part of the last century and is by no means 
altogether bad. Cotter writes: 


Strange as it may appear the practice is by no 
means indefensible, For one thing, it tends to 
iron out certain inequalities unavoidable in rail- 
road employment. At any rate, it has worked 
with fairly satisfactory results to all parties con- 
cerned until recent years. 

In the last few years, however, featherbedding 
practices have grown and expanded to a level 
where they materially affect the operations and 
profits of the railroads and work inequalities not 
only on the employer but on a majority of the 
rail employes themselves, benefiting only a com- 
paratively few. 


Railroad men, many of them, are dissatis- 
fied with the practice, it is claimed, with quota- 
tions from workers, themselves given in support 
of this view. Senior railroad locomotive engi- 
neers take more than their share of work and 
pay, according to W. A. Murray, a locomotive 
engineer writing in The Railway Age. He says 
“the senior men have capitalized on the sen- 
jority rule until it has become a racket.” 

Another rail employe, now furloughed with 
thousands of others as rail employment has de- 
creased, is C. A. Cunningham, a former fireman 
on the Chesapeake & Ohio. Cunningham wrote 
to President Roosevelt appealing 
equitable division of railroad work. 
in part: 


During the depression furloughed men all over 
the nation have tried in vain to get this rule 
changed, but the brotherhoods have stubbornly 
refused to do so. Furloughed enginemen have 
seen their homes taken from them, their gas, elec- 
tricity and water shut off, their families hungry, 
while some single fellow a few doors away was 
working 48 days a month. 


The rule referred to by Cunningham is one 
adopted during the World War permitting men 
in freight service to work 38 days a month or 
the equivalent thereof in mileage and passen- 


ger men 48 days per month, or its equivalent in 
mileage. 


The possibility of crowding 48 days’ work 
into a single month arises from a union agree- 
ment with the roads which sets eight hours’ 
work, or a run of 100 miles, as a day's work. 
Thus the engineer who takes his locomotive a 
distance of 200 miles, regardless of the time 
consumed on the run, may receive two days’ 
pay for that particular job. 

It is stated in the Cotter article, for in- 
stance, that the enginemen on the runs be- 
tween New York and Washington, a distance 
of 320 miles, receive three and one-fifth days’ 
pay every time they make the run, although on 
some fast trains it only involves four hours’ 
running time. Other cases are cited, including 
a round-trip run on the Rock Island Lines, 
which amounts to five hours and 20 minutes 
actual running time, a gross of less than seven 
hours on duty, yet the engineers get paid for 
more than three days every time they make 
the journey, which totals 322 miles. 

It is these rules which account for the state- 
ment, recently made by a prominent railroad 
executive, that locomotive engineers who worked 
an average of 40 hours a week—the weekly 
maximum set up as proper in the wages and 
hours act—would be paid at the rate of $6,800 
per annum.

These seemingly high rates of pay for skilled 
employes pale into insignificance when compared 
with payments made under a decision by the 
Railroad Labor Adjustment Board for services de- 
manding none of these attributes, awards which 
it is estimated have worked out as high as $40 
for an hour of actual work. 


If the statements made in the Cotter article 
are correct, one of the causes of the financial 
dilemma of the rails is apparent. Also one of 
the factors in national unemployment. A more 
reasonable attitude toward the management 
and a more generous sharing of the work to 
be done—and the pay to be received—on the 
part of the brotherhoods would be beneficial 


to roads and to the great majority of workers 
alike. 


WHAT GERMANY ACTUALLY GOT 

When the Germans goose-stepped into Aus- 
tria three months ago, the impression got 
abroad that the Reich would be materially 
strengthened by taking the 7,000,000 inhabit- 
ants, and their belongings, under the protec- 
tive care of its totalitarian wing. If any such 
idea ever entered the mind of the realistic 
Fuehrer, it must have, ere this, been recognized 
as delusion. Most of the assets, except the 
additional cannon fodder, have, upon closer ex- 
amination, turned into liabilities. 

Of course the $400,000,000 in foreign debts 
have already been liquidated by repudiation. 
But there are other problems which cannot be 
solved merely by ignoring them. For instance, 
when Hitler’s adviser on matters pertaining to 
money, Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, dashed down to 
Vienna to appropriate Austrian gold reserves, 
he found only $43,000,000. Another $32,000,000 
was banked abroad—in London. It is evident 
that long-drawn-out court proceedings will have 
to be instituted to acquire possession. Even 
then, Schacht fears the funds will be diverted 
to the payment of repudiated debts instead of 
to the vaults in Berlin. 

A much more serious economic disease for 
the doctor to cure is to be found in the fact 
that Austria’s imports exceed its exports. Dur- 
ing the first four months. of this year the ad- 
verse balance was $7,600,000, which, when added 
to Germany’s $28,400,000, creates a complica- 
tion calling for abilities not even possessed by 
the able Dr. Schacht. 

According to League of Nations figures, little 
Austria, insufficient in agricultural production, 
has to buy abroad half as much in foodstuffs 
as Germany, proper, nine times as large in 
population. In April, to all intents and pur- 
poses the first month under Hitler, greater 
Germany imported $10,400,000 more in goods 
than were exported. Of this, however, only 
$2,800,000 came into Germany proper. The re- 
mainder went into Austria, the newly acquired 
“asset.” 


AN UNCEASING WAR 

While peace-loving citizens shiver in dread 
at possibilities of another major conflict be- 
tween nations of the world. and while war 
rends Spain and China, man wages relentless 
battle against enemies other than man—insects 
and bacteria. 

They would destroy him, so he seeks to de- 
stroy them. Using the adaptability which aided 
him to rise to his present development, he bor- 
rows the technique of human warfare in his 
bitter fight against the insects. 

In Alabama and Florida federal and state 
scientists hurl flames and poisons against the 
destructive white-fringed beetle. They use a 
trench system larger than that of a major 
war between men. 

Consider the enemy. They seem such tiny, 
helpless things, the insects; but they are far 
from that. Even insects harmless to man or 
his works possess amazing equipment for sur- 
vival. Many species are far better fitted for the 
struggle for existence than many men. J. Henri 
Fabre, the great French scientist, who devoted 
50 vears to the study of the fantastic insect 
world, constantly comments on this: point. 

And all are familiar with the remarkable 
order in the life of the bee and the ant, the 
architectural prowess of the spider, the breath- 
taking life cycle of the caterpillar. Karel Kapek, 
the famous Czech dramatist, pictured the tri- 
umph of the insect in his satire, “The World 
We Live In.” 

As against the insect, so against bacteria the 
wars go on. Laboratories are the theaters of 
operation. There take place tremendous cam- 
paigns, with the enemy numbered in billions. 
The head of a pin often holds more “individ- 
uals” than Napoleon or Alexander ever dreamed 
of engaging.

law such as Canada has, making 
it a crime for anyone to pay ran- 
som to a kidnaper. 

The anti-ransom proposal, put 
before voters in a nation-wide 
Institute survey, is highly con- 
troversial since it runs counter to 
the instincts of parents to save 
their child no matter what the 
cost. Yet the survey found that 
opinion on the issue is remarkably 
clear-cut, with a majority of 
nearly 2 to 1 in favor of the law. 

Men and women in every state 
were asked: 


‘Do you think it should be 
against the law for a’ family to 
pay ransom to a kidnaper?” 

The vote was: 


This one-sided result indicates 
that the American public has been 
so deeply stirred by recent kid- 
napings that it is willing to go to 
almost any length to stop the 
crime. 

The most typical comment of 
voters favoring an anti-ransom 
law is that “it will take the profits 
out of kidnaping.” 

One voter declared that while 
the law might not stop kidnapings 
‘committed for sadistic or vengeful 
reasons, it might discourage 
racketeers from attempting to 
make a business out of the crime. 
Many voters also expressed the 
opinion that since kidnap victims 
are seldom returned anyway, even 
if ransom is paid, we might just 
as well have the law. In this con- 
nection one woman columnist, 
Dorothy Dunbar Bromley, recently 
pointed out that leaving the par- 
ents free to negotiate has failed 
to restore the victims in four out 
of seven cases—the Lindbergh, 
Mattson, Levine and Cash kid-

WAR DEBT REVISION 
FAVORED BY PUBLIC 


The return of Ambassador 
Kennedy from England to con- 
fer with President Roosevelt 
brings up anew the question of 
settling England’s war debt to 
the United States. 

His talks with the President 
come at a time when the trend 
of American public opinion is 
toward revision of the debts. 
Last March, for the first time, 
a majority of voters in an In- 
stitute survey favored reduction 
or cancellation of the sums 
owed us by foreign countries, 
instead of trying to collect in 
full.

‘in the stores and takes it to At- 
lanta, where he already has orders 
for it. In some instances there is 
no charge for the service, because 
it already is sold at a profit enough 
to enable Huff to perform his part 
of the program. If, however, no 
sale is already consummated, a 
small fee is charged by Huff. 

“Every group interested in the 
program is delighted with it,”

500 New Merchant Vessels 
Will Be Built in 
10 Years. 


WASHINGTON, June 23.—(?) 
President Roosevelt approved to- 
day a new legislative attempt to 
build up the American merchant 
marine. The bill he signed at 
Hyde Park is designed to help ex- 
pand the commercial fleet to com- 
plement the larger navy. 

Naval officers had told congress 
500 new merchant ships should be 
built in the next 10 years, at an 
estimated cost of $1,250,000,000, to 
serve as naval auxiliaries. 

The act liberalizes many pro- 
visions of the 1936 maritime act 
which substituted direct construc- 
tion and operation subsidies for 
the former system of indirect aid 
in the form of ocean mail con- 
tracts. 

The most controversial provision 
will set up a new maritime labor 
board to try to end labor disputes. 
The board will lack powers to 
force arbitration, but can mediate 
if both sides wish.

o-operative Association Op- 
‘poses Government Loan 
for New Crop. 


NEW ORLEANS, June 23.—(P) 


The board of directors of the 
American Cotton Co-operative 
Association adopted today a reso- 
lution suggesting that an adjust- 
ment payment be substituted for a 
government loan on the 1938-39 
Crop. 

Under the agricultural adjust- 
ment act the government may 
loan 52 to 75 per cent of the parity 
price of cotton. If a loan is man- 
datory, the resolution said, the 
minimum was recommended, 

The government now has 7,000,- 
000 bales of cotton in the loan. 
Other cotton brings the American 
carryover to about 13,000,000 
bales. The carryover elsewhere is 
about 10,000,000 bales, making the 
total world carryover 23,000,000 
bales, the largest in history. 

Norris Williamson, of Lake 
Providence, La., president of the 
co-operative, said at present prices 
and a prospective crop of 11,000,- 
000 bales, farmers will receive 
about $450,000,000 for the 1938 


crop, or about the same sum re- 


ceived in 1932.

It contains thou- 
sands of relics from ancient Egypt, 
Greece and Rome.

their fires and weapons they used 
in fighting animal enemies. 

Before needles with eyes were 
made, some way to fasten clothing 
no doubt was known. Perhaps the 
Cave people punched holes in 
skins, and passed a cord of some 
kind through the holes. 

However that may be, the 
needle with a hole or eye in it 


surely made sewing more simple. 
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The “thread” may have been 
formed of the tendons of slain 
animals, or strips of twisted bark, 
or thin strips of rawhide. 

It is a long jump from the Stone 
Age to our Age of Steel and Elec- 
tricity. Yet with all the thou- 
sands of years which have passed, 
the general form of the common 
needle is about the same as it was 
back there in the caves. 

Today we use steel tnstead of 
bone in making needles. Hun- 
dreds of miles of thin steel wire 
are chopped up by machines each 
year, and the pieces are turned 
into needles. In some cases the 
points are sharpened with hand 
labor, but the common way of 
making needles is to sharpen them 
in great numbers with the help of 
machines. 

What would the Cro-Magnon 
folk say if they could come back 
and obtain a whole package of 
fine steel in exchange for 
a small coin? To be able to buy 
a spool of thread might be just 
as much of a wonder to them— 
and as to the coins with whic to 
buy needles and thread, what 
magical things they would seem
